The range 
i-.i)der,that most Vvonderful assistant to the 
gunner, would be x'sele.'ss v.'ithout coni- 
u\',iniotitioii betwten the two stations by 
means of e!ectric.al devices. In the gun 
tur.rct tlie pondernu.'; pieces of ordnance 
are frequently trained by means of electric 
motors, which rofi'.tc the turret or elevate 
the gun. Tiien, v.-h'.-n ail is ready, the 
charge is fired by m\ electric spark. 

On severnl of our i)wn warships, tiotabty 
the battlesliip Iowa .iiid the monitor iVii.an- 
tonomah, the stteriiig gear is eoutrolled 
by elecliicai devices. The man at the 
v.'Jiefcl haii no .sucli laborious task as de- 
volves npfiu those who guide smaller 
craft., wViich are. steered by hand. He 
simply turns a light wheel which pper- 
iiies a controller, and the dytinuio in the 
after part of the vcs.sel furnislse.s ciiri(.;!t 
to open the valve.s of ihesteeriug cnE^ir.i-s. 

Tlie electric .Stfaroi.iigjit turns rjij^iit into 
day, spying out the lurking torpedo boat, 
or tile nioveinent!; of other craft of the 
enemy. Also, by means of electric liglits 
of various colors, .signals are sent to other 
ships of the fleet, -it i:ight-tin»e. Inside tl;e 
vessel tl'.c incaiiflisceiit lamp is used every- 
v'lere. iJUiK'.iuiitiiig the interior equal to 
ii TiiodeiT. hole!. lleneath the surface of 



the water there glides an object soon to 
be a di ead lo the naval man — the submar- 
ine torpedo boat.

I a craft when completely sub- 
merged must of necessity hs clect'icity. 

The torpedo, when controlled from the 
shore, unwinds a long cable as it rroceeds 
on its mission of destruction, cUid, by 
means of ail electric current trarsiuitted 
through this cable, -lie torpedo may be 
guidf d at the will o£ Uie operator on shore. 

iSIijies in a channel are frequently con- 
nected to the shore, whence they may be 
di.scharged by electricity beneath the hull 
of a hostile sliip. 

In tlie anny the telegraph line follows 
the adva-.iC'.; of the victorious troops, keep- 
ing the general in direct communication 
with the seat of government, and from 
the war balloon, floating a thousand or 
more feet above the ground, descriptions 
of the enemy's position and movements 
are telegraphed or telephoned to oflScers 
encamped below. — Home studj' for Elec- 
trical Workers.

Private branch telephone exchanges are 
now in use by 18 different railroads in the 
United States, and the officers of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany state that negotiations are "pending 
with several other companies. The rail- 
road using and managing the exchange 
employs the operators, but the care and 
mamtenance of the .wires and apparatus 
are in the hands of the telephone company, 
from which the property and rights are 
leased. In all of these exchanges every 
instnnnent is .suitable for long-distance 
communication and every one is connected 
by a metallic circuit. The number of 
exchanges established on these 18 railroads 
is 31, of which 14 arc in Chicago, three on 
the Chicago, Burlington and Ouincy; two 
on the Chicago, Rock Island and I'acific, 
and one each on other prominent roads. 
The Pennsylvania railroad has leased wires 
for telephone connection between .\'ew 
York and Pittsburg. There are exchanges 
at New York, Jersey City, Philadelphia, 
■ Washington, Harrisburg, Altoona and 
Pittsburg.

Dear Sir and brothers: 

Thinking the brotherhood might feel 
interested in hearing from some brother 
who is in Uncle Sam's army, I address yon. 
I am a member of ivo. 40; that is, I was 
before the war, and >YiU pay up as soon as 
. I leave the army. No. 40 is in St. Joseph, 
Mo. There were four companies made, up 
in St. Joseph. Co. K, Fourth Mis.souri, 
being the oldest company, and I being a 
member of it before the war, so of course 
that is the company I went with into the 
Volunteer army. Vv'e were held in St. Jo- 
seph for abmtt two weeks, thinking every 
day the orders would come for us to move. 
The susijense Was awfiil, especiallj- when 
our patriotic feeling was boiling, waiting 
to get a chance at the Sp.iniards. At last 
our order came; it was ou the Stb day of 
May, about 6 o'clock in the evening. We 
(assembled in our aniiovy at 8 o'clock; we 
v.'ere to leave St. Joseph on the 9th. 
■ We were instructed at what time we 
would go, and to get oiir war paint on, und 
told to meet in the armory next morning 
at 8 o'clock. On the morning, of the 9th 
'about 300 men iiiet in the armory, and out 
of that number Captain McDenuott had to 
pick 84 men. We were all lined up on the 
street in front of the armory and the cap- 
tain began calling our names; and as our 
names were called we would step two paces 
to tlie front. As the front line began to 
fill up then were the anxious moments for 
those in the rear rank, for they knew that 
all of them could not go. Well, when 54 
men had be«n picked (.iit, there wer? left 
witU that disappointed look about 1 10 men. 
The chosen ones packed their knapsacks 
and e\'erything. was then ready for the 
mo\'e. We were then dismissed to meet 
at 6 o'clock that evening; our train was to 
ioiive at S o'clock. We met .nt 6 o'clock; 
c:vcrything was excitement. Our friends 
began to gatlier around. When we 
marched to the Union station we were fol- 
lowed by about 5,000 jieople, W'hen we 
arrived at the dej)ot, there was where the 
trouble began. The people were crowded 
in so thick that it was almost impossible 



to get 'through.' After working for at^out 
an ho'a't .ve finally got to the train a ud- our 
friend s ? caave xo ., -tl le w i wi%»v; s. • t o . aliak e 
juinds.:Vrith us aud. say goQdsfayc. . 

It w'te .9.o^4l<x:J!a^^before .siai'teti on 

our way tp .the jJlace whirfc the Mi.st.ouri 
troops. wf,re to lH--iio'oi!izeii, Jeiferson Uar- 
racks, located near St. Louis, Mo. We 
got to the barracks about 10 a. m. on ihe 
loth of May. Here is v/bere we pitched 
our first camp of the Spanish-American 
war. On the 14th ot Ivlay.we were exam- 
ined by the United Stales Surgeons, and 
on the 16th we were sworn into the Volun- 
teer army for two years, if not sooner dis- 
charged. 

..W'd!, Ti e.had a very pleasant lime while 
in Jeiferson Barracks, with the e.Nceptiou 
of our mess, which was very short com- 
p9re<1 with what we were accustomed to at 
hoiiie. On the 27th of May the order 
caiue for the Fourth Mo. Vol. Inf. to move 
to Falls Church, Va;, and here we pitched 
our camp in Camp Alger, named after the 
Secretary of War. Our long ride from 
Missouri to Virginia was a wearisome one 
— three days and two nights. We arrived 
in camp on Friday, and on Saturday Pres- 
ident McKinley reviewed ,the troops. 
While our company was coming down the 
line for the purpose of passing in review 
we had a great deal of sport out of an old 
man who insisted on ltlling the people we 
were from the city in whicli Jesse James 
lived- 

Siiice we have been in Camp Alger our 
time has been one of labor. Our regiment 
has cleared about fifty acres of timber and 
brush for our camp and parade ground, 
and we do a great dtal of drilling. The 
following is our daily routine: Reveille is 
sounded at 5:15 a. ni.; roll call at 5:30; 
mess, 5^5; sick and fatigue, 6:15; squad 
drill, 6:30; recall sounded at 7:30; compa- 
ny drill, 9:30; recall, 11; mess, 12 m.; mail, 
12:3pp. ui.; grand mount, 1:30; battalion 
drill, 3; recall, 4:30; mail, 4:45; mess, 5:30; 
retreat or dress parade, 6:30; call to quar- 
ters, 9:15; lights out, 9:30. 

This comprises our daily duty as a com- 
pany. Then there are company details; 
five nien are detailed to wash dishes, some- 
thing we never did lieiore; six men de- 
tailed to carry water; six men to get wood. 
All through, our work has been hard. We 
did not mind that so long as Iheie v.as a 
cliaiice to fight. But now as the war is 
over, we would like to be discharged.

Editor-Electrical Worker : 

As intimated in my last letter, of June 
3d, I' made' a final effort to try and get re-. 
lieVed; but it looked pretty "blue" for 
me when I left. Denton,. Tex., on the 3d of 
June with .750. in my "jeans," and thie 
weather so hot that it kept my wife busy 
almost day and night bathing, my head and 
shoulders with cold water to keep me alive. 
But I had - determined to make a . final 
struggle to 'be' ' treated, and as I had been 
in correspondence with a s^r^ical institute 
in- Indiana^lis . that had given consider- 
able encouragement in my case, it occurred 
to me that I must -try at|d raise the me^ns 
and go. On arriving in Fort Worth I de- 
cided, to cast humiliation aside and ask my 
friends to donate to help me get the mon- 
ey, for I knew that I could not sell books 
. enough in twelve months to raise the nec- 
esSv^F' amount to take the treatment, which 
was 'JI350 for three months dr $650 for six 
months: In the meantime I had the protti- 
isie^ 'from some relatives that I could de- 
pend on them for half =iof the money. So 
I approached a good'iniriy of my acquaint- 
ances: and asked"them to help me, but 
about two out of three of them would " see 
me later " and a ''good many would agree' 
to send me some money after I got to In- 
dianapolis, or allow me to dravir on them 
for a Email sum. Finally, after twoweaks 
hard rustling, J had about $500 promised 
mej including what my relatives had 
promised. AH the ready- cash I had was 
^58, and every cent 'of it came from poor 
meh- who ' workfed hard to get meat and 
bread; $17 of it came from Jack Spoores 
ahdStiis g£iiig of about' 15 men, nearly all of 
wiiom. were strangers to ine, but they came 
to £i^e front just the same; and words are 
inadequate when I try to explain my grat- 
itude. Most-all the electrical men in Fort 
Worth helped out all they were able. I 
had to go to Dallas to g^t half-rat^ tickets 
for St. Louis. I did not-see but two of the 
boys of 69, Bros. Trotter iand Dowfns, for it 
was too hot for me . t6 ^get around, and I 
sent my wife over to .Oak Cliff, and found 
Bro. Trotter, who came tO'the hotel to see 
me. I secured half-rates to St. Louis and 
I landed in that city on Saturday night 
with. Jio;. so I had to wait until Monday to 
find any. of the union boys. On Monday 
.mdming T Was loaded inf 6' iny "wheel- 
chair'" and my wife pushed me around the 
city till I found the Mo. Elec.-Light Co.'s 
plant, on Twentieth street. On inquiring 
I found that the boys would be in at noon 
and were going to lay off that afternoon 
on account of the funeral of Bro. Manson, 
who had . been killed by a live wire two 
days before. 

When the boj's came in I drew my card 
on them, and I had my little "grip" full 
of my books and they went like hot.cakes; 
but a good many of theui had to rush home

J\Ve left Chicago July loth andrla'nded in^. 
Omaha 14 hours later. Next day I found 
our big-hearted Joe Brink-man, foreman 
for the T. H. Co. in Omaha, who took us 
to his home, where we were inost cordially 
received and courteously treated during 
our four days' stay in Omalia. I never 
made the acquaintance of a more hospit- 
able couple! than Mr. and Mrs. Brinkman 
(Jim and Delia), Bro. Brinkman also had

er, Foster, and Brinkman and wife a(;cbm- 
paiiied us to the depot and saw us off fbr 
Denver. 1 shall always- remember iny 
pleasant stop hi Oinaha, as well as Chicago 
B.nd St. Louis. I never hat^d to part with 
a brother any more than I did Bros. Jim 
Brinkman and Frank Enbminger when we 
left Omaha. 

We only .stopped one day in Denver, as 
my -mic was sick, and I managed to get 
very low rates from Denver to Trinidad, 
and so I had money enough, by a scratch', 
to get us here to Raton. 1 only met one 
of the brothers of Local 68 in Denver, Bro. 
Hamni, and he insisted that I wait till 
meeting night and he would help uie sell 
some books to 68, but I was worn oiit, and

my wife sick, and we left next day. But 
I will mail some books to him to sell to 
Local 68, for I aui very niuch in need. 1 
came to Raton because the climate is much 
easier on ine here than in Texas, I am 
going to. write to the locals that haveii't 
hinight my books and trj' and get enough 
'.aoney together to oiien a little cigar and 
tobacco stand, and try to make my living 
v.ithoat dragging myself and wife from 
place to place. 

Just four yearsago to-day I organized L. 
U. Si of Fort Worth, and iJiope to be a 
member of this grand Brotherhood for 40 
years to come. I am too badly crippled 
to work hand or foot, but I can still tilk 
unionism to a finish.

ilN INT^RBSTXKG BIT OF HISTORV. 

In looking for the origin of trades unions 
we find that as. early as 1634 numerous so- 
cieties were organized in Great Britain, 
under legal protection, for relief from dis- 
tress from various sources. They were 
styled "Friendlj^ Societies," and coiisist- 
ed at first of neighbors united for mutual 
aid or relief in case uf sickness, death and 
other misfortunes; but in course of tiuie 
these societies, in process of crystallization, 
became so modified as to include in their 
membership persons only having the sanis 
occupation, and this was the beginning of 
the formation of trades union combina- 
tions for regulating the relations between 
employer and employee, or for jmwsing 
restrictions on tli«^ nmuver of conducting 
any industry 01 business. Thesse unions 
were considered .iniinical to public. policy, 
and those who were concerned in them 
were liable hy coiiinion law lo prosecution 
and puiiishniesit. But, oil account of the 
rise of the nianafaciuring system, and the 
revolution following it in the industrial 
arrangeuient of the country, the niove- 
luent became so extensive that stringent 
laws were deemed necessary to restrict or 
suppress its operations. A seties of stat- 
ute Jaws were then passed, wiiicli, being 
enatcd by those who controUvjfl, in a gieat 
measure, the capital of the country, bore 
heavily on the laboritig classes. By these 
statutes it was enacted that all persons 
combining iu advance their wages, or in 
ai'.y way to control those who carried on 
any nianiifqctnre or trade, in the manage- 
mciit thereof, miglit be severely punislitd 
theri-foi . .4.8 a iitiiural consequence a very 
bittei .I'litagonisin arose between employ- 
ers and fcinployees. The better to protect 
themselves agjiinst the cucrccchments of 
the former, the latter resorted to the for- 
riialion of .secret .societies, v.-hich became 
ui!;nf:"ous and very active in t.iking ad\ ii;i- 
t;i;<c of the situation. Tliey could now 



wield a -.i-eapoij viigainst thViir'stiipicyr.rs, 
in retcliittion,. the effects of which STtre 
consider(:d dangercus to the peace of the 
community. Dittress, disceuteitt and dis- 
order fisUPv.;V^v Irt this exireniiiy ParJ.ja- 
luent was petitioned to so modify the ob- 
jectionable law as .'to,' in a. nieasure, meet 
the approval of the workmen. These as- 
sociations are now very numerous in one 
form or other tlnouglioiu the civilized 
world. They e.xist under almost as many 
names as there are occupations for man- 
kind to engage in, but 'iuay nearly all be 
included under the general name of trade 
unions. . ' • ■ 

As to the word Brotherhood. Hood 
means condition of, and I'.rotherhood 
means in the condition of a brother. As 
applied to any organization of men, it 
places each one in relation to the others 
(as to all human rights) on the same equal- 
ity Uiat .should exist between uieiubers of 
the sam<: family. Their implied relation 
is very close, and enjoins upon each mem- 
ber a wiUingness to succor, encourage and 
defend the rights of each and all of the 
rest individually and collectively, in case 
of actual or threatened imposition. 

FOOD FOR xaonoHT. 

My neighbor says, " I have worked in 
the factory all my life; am now 60 years 
old; Ijave been out of employment over a 
year, and wherever I go, though I am au 
early-riser, I find an army of men there as 
anxious for a job as I am; and if they were 
not turned away disappointed, like my- 
self, I should think there may be personal 
reasons for not giving me work; but there 
is no woi'k, and I can not understand why 
one wanting to make a living can not get 
the opi»rtunity.'!. 

My neighbor is one' of 3,000,000 in this 
-country similarly situated — no one want- 
ing to employ them, and they can not em- 
ploy themselves. 

Now, I hear all kinds of political doc- 
tors, from the protection fakir to the pro- 
hibitionist, wautiug to prescribe their 
remedies for this condition, but as they do 
not recognize the natural rights of nian, 
they fail entirely to see the cause of his 
idleness. If men are denied the opportu- 
nity to make a living the fault lies in our 
social structure. There are legal enact- 
ment;- thnt prevent '.r-.cr.i fro;;: .sj-pljiiig 
their labor as they would if they had their 
natural right. What is man's natural 
rigt't? In our decl.iration of principles of 
government we declare all have an equal 
right to life .and liberty. To have ecjual 
rights to life must niean ihot wc hiive equal 
rights to that which sustnins life — the air, 
sunshine, water, ana the land; for without 
these wc cannot live. And if our laws 
give to the i^ossessor of laud jKiwer to ex- 
act rent from a fellow-human,, there is no 
eqality. 

It is manifest, we as material ijesjiiis 



must subsist from the earth — it is our only 
source of subsistence. Whatever our oc- 
cupation is, we occupy space on it and use 
material from it; employment is impossi- 
ble without its use, and it must follow work 
is scarce or plentiful according to the ease 
of access to land. 

There is a growing body of men all over 
this -world that declare that as the value to 
land is made by the whole people, it should 
be taxed by them and used for public pur- 
pose, as our taxes are to-day. To do this 
will make the holding of laud for specula- 
tion unprofitable; all valuable land will 
come into use'; capital and labor would no 
longer have to pay for the opportunity to 
employ tliemselves. But the semi-social- 
ist alid other surface observers of the social 
question say: -'How can poor people use 
this land without capital ? They will need 
help." . 

There is idle capital looking for inve.st- 
ment, as well as idle workers, and it can 
not be employed without employing labor. 
It is only under the present order, where 
investment in land pays without the aid ol 
l&bcr. . 

Vou say, "This is the Single Tax." 
Well, if it will employ the idle, let us work 
■ for the Single Tax.

When the late Alphonsi? Daudel was a 
very young man he'lived'lii a Paris garret 
upon two sous a- day-;* "There "were times 
when all he had to eat'was.Aa loaf of bread 
every, twenty-four hours. , This; experielice, 
the most painful of his life, he never for- 
got. Writing of these early da^*S inariy 
years later, he indulged'-in a few reflec- 
tions. He maintained that. those,who have 
never been forced to go hungry from ppy^ 
erty can form ho idea of tlie hopeless pain 
it entails, the misery, the pahgsV the tai- 
lomness. "I have noticed," 'h6 sums up, 
"that those wbo.are well .off, are, in gen- 
eral, totally unable to form any notion of 
the nature of the misery wliich' the de.std- 
tute undergo." This is very true. It is:a 
truth that holds good in many ways;. For 
instance, a man who has been severely 
burned will feel a prompt and ready sym- 
pathy ■with other victims of fire, white' 
those who have never felt such agony', 
will, even though they be not lacking in 
humanity, fail to sympathize in an^ 
adequate degree. Nor is the case in any' 
way altered when we deal with purely sub- 
jective states of sufferiiig. The victims of 
unhappy love are generally the objects Of " 
ridicule of all those who have never loved 
or who have loved only unhappily. T^e

The problem is 
this : You will see by the illustrations the 
connections of four Thomson Recording 
Walhueters. In Fig. 1 we have two meters 
on each phase of a two-phase power cir- 
cuit. These meters are connected in cir- 



cuit properly and rotate in the proper di- 
rection. 

Fig. 2 shows two more meters undier the 
same conditions, only meter marked (b) 
is connected up backwards. This is neces- 
sary in order that the meter may rotate in 
the proper direction. Kow, what ! should 
like to know is, what condition of. affairs 
exist and what is the - reason that, in- one 
installation the meters are connected in 
circuit as in Fig. I, and in another instal- 
lation the meters must be connected as in 
Fig. 2. I should like to hear from any 
brother who has a solution to offer; and I 
shall be extremely grateful to any and all 
brothers who itnay send a solution.

Mr. Ben Johnston, I mean; he is the whole 
thing with the Telephone Co. 

I often see in the different letters where 
the members will not come out to the 
meetings, and we are troubled in . the same 
way. It is a wonder to me^.ttet some of 
the boys ever get up to the lodge to be ini- 
tiated, for tliat is the last you see of them; 
they will give some brother their dues to 
hand in, as they are too busy to come; they 
stay away and wait for a few of the others 
to attend to everything, there are sonie 
of our members who have forgotten when 
we meet — I do not know what else could 
be the matter with them. 

The Dallas trades Coundil will give a 
big picnic Labor Day, so if -Wtico comes 
up to see us we will give them some nice 
prizes to take- back with them, if they can- 
do the work fast enough to. get off with ■ 
them. We will have pole-«limbing, cross- 
arming and hand line-throwing.' 

There has been a man here who claimed 
to be a union man, and he got- mad and 
quit because, when they were making up a 
set of by-laws he wanted one article to read 
like this: " No union man to take another 
union man's place, no matter what he wa.s 
discharged for." He could not get it 
through, so on the 5th day of Jalj- he was* 
strawing for a foreihan here who sent him 
to the pole-yard to splice a pole; instead 
of doing the work; he took- the men who 
were sent wth him and all got drunk; and 
of course the manager had to go but just 
at the wrong time,- and salw that there was 
nobody at work; so they let him out, and 
gave nie the job that he had. - - Conse- 
quently he is going to take a -fall out -of 
me — ^nit. Whenever he gets ready to do 
it, he knovre where I live. He has tried to 
keep three men from joining the union 
that I know of, and also told a brother 
froui Galveston to keep away from 69 br 
. he would get the worst of it; He never 
paid his dues^ btit got the F. S. to -pay them 
for him, and has never reimbursed him a 
cent. When 69 w.%s organized before, he 
got Bro. Trotter fc pay his dues, and still 
owes him. He owes several of the boys 
here besides these, one of whom, an 
amount of several years' standing; got the 
brother to sign a voucher so he could send 
it in, when he had already spent the mon- 
ey. ' He got a job on the Cottmi Belt road 
and sent for a non-union man to help him 
wheii the mau he owed was not working. 

Well, a warning to cigarette smokers 
and I will close. If the Worker has 
room' for this I will try again.

Nearly a.month has pa'ss^ by since fiiy '" 
last lettier to the WORfefeR was written,' 
and during that pericid very little' ri^wS hai'' 
presented itself in the decfirical line, So I 
■will try my best to fill in littlfe Items that 
have taken place from time to time since V 
my last letter, and niake this one as iiiter^ 
esting as piossible under the circumstances'.*"" 

It has' fallen upon nie, the painful 'duty '' 
of again bringing to miiid th^ horrible and' ' 
fatal accident that happeiied to'Bro. 
Rpbinson at the Coney ;Mine, near Skykb- 
mish, in Ihis State, on the morning of Jiify' 
27th. It seems that Bro. Robinson, afpri'g'' 
with three other emplpyees, fpmiing tlie' 
night shift of the mine, set off a blast ' 
therein. They then hastened tii the fd^e 
pf the tunnel and' waited fbir tHe-.gaS"to' , 
clear bnt. A stbne wall had' beeii built it'p 
neiar the face of the tunnel, on top,'bf Wliich - 
the miners used to fix up the chafge^ of ' 
dynamite, etc. At this foot of this wall 
was quite a quantity of dynamite 'which 
had been thawed out, and as usual in warni 
weather, some nitro-glycerine had exuded ' 
from the cartridges. In an idle mome'nt^ 
one of the miners picked up a drill arid ' 
hammer and struck a lick on the top of thie; - 
■wall. It seems that he' either struck somd ' 
of the nitro-glycerine that oozed out of the 
cartridges, or cnme ■within- concussion 
range of it; but anyhow, the whole pile of 
dynamite exploded -\rith a force that was 
felt for miles around. The 'poor un'fortu'- 
nate fellow who struck the blow was abso- ' 
lutely blown to pieces. ' Bro. Rdbinscin, 
who was standing some distance from . 
where the explosion happened; -was 
knocked inseiisible, -with his clothing 
almost torn from birn. By the time help 
arrived from the camp the sufferings of 
poor Robinson were over. 

The most peculiar part of -the accident 
was the weird vision of Mrs, R. W. Rpb- 
inson, wife of Bro. Robinson, who reached 
herefrom Pittsburg, P.; a few days ago, 
and was paying a \'isit to- her mother at 
Kenton, Wn., before joining her husband.. 
The night that the explosion happened, 
Mrs. Robinson, although there .being still. s 
over 100 miles of a separation between her 
and him, had -a vivid dream come to her 
in her sleep; at precirely the same time' 
that the explosion occurred at the Skyko- 
mish mine, bringing, before her -the horri- , 
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ble accident in aill its details, being so 
deeply rooted ou Jher inind, and being of a 
sensitive natnre, rest was out of the ques- 
tion for her. Sq she arose from her bed 
and informed the rest of the family of her 
dream. In spite.:Of t'heir assurances to the 
contrary, the j'oung wife insisted that her 
liusband had been killed, and it was in the 
niidst of her lamentations that the mes- 
sage arrived, telling briefly of the acci- 
dent. The widow is not over 23 years of 
age, and has a baby three years old. 

Bro. RobinsoiiMras a member of No. 5 of 
Pittsburg, and Although meeting his death 
far away from home and relatives. No. 77 
of Seattle did credit to itself by turning 
out in a body and escorting Bro. Robinson 
to his last resting place on earth. The 
flowers that covered the cofifin were nu- 
merous and of a very choice variety. 
Among the most coh]spicuous was the piece 
sent by No. 77, N. B. E. VV., of Seattle, 
representing a broken wheel and standing 
nearly four feet in diameter, with a back- 
ground of white roses and lilies, " Our 
Union, No. 77, N. B. E. W.," set across 
the center in blue violets. " Thus we pass 
a.v/ay." 

In my last letter to the Worker I 
wrote a brief note- in regard to the plant 
under construction for the Snoqualmie 
Falls Power Co., here in tliis State, but 
owing to the details and plans not being 
finished and made public at that time, I 
was unable to Tarnish a true statement of 
the constmctioh. Mr. Charles . H. Baker, 
the general manager of this large concern, 
has just returned from Chicago and other 
Eastern cities^ and has completed all the 
details for an immediate start on the plant. 
He has also contracted with the Westing- 
house Co. for the machinery in the elcc^ 
trie line, wliich of course was the most . 
costly and important in the Htie of con- 
tracts to be let. The competition was very 
keen between the large electrical conipa- 
nies. Mr. Baker says he gave the con- 
tract to the Westinghouse Co., not be- 
cause they were , the lowest bidders, but 
because the Westinghouse Electric Co.'s 
proposal seemed more advantageous to his 
company. The contract called for four 
large generators of 2,000 H. V. each: The 
next item «>f importance decided was the 
matter of transmission \\'ires, and this, I 
think, will attract more than passing atr 
tention among the' readers of the Work- 
KR than anything - else pertaining to this 
plant, because tlie wires will be mauufac- 
tured out of ahmiinum. There will be 
over 560 miles of this- wire used in the con- 
struction of the transmission part of the 
plant. This is, I believe, the only tjans- . 
mission plant in the world operating over 
aluminum wire, and the price is such that 
copper is likely to be displaced for simijar 
purposes. 

.Another original feature of this plant 
will be the water wheels, with a total ca-

gineers and 'manufacturers in the Eaitei*!! 
States to know what the wheel is like and 
where they are made. . The first expression 
on the subject and the debut of the wheels 
themselves will be made when under the 
pressure of the great Snoqualmie power. 
The wheels 'nill be iihpclled by the power 
which Nature has been so lavish with in 
the Statie of \Vashi|^ton.' jhen, and not 
till then, will this part o('''the plant be 
thrown open for genaral inspection. This 
type of wheel has been . for months under 
the most severe tests in a series of hydrau- 
lic experiments in Chicago, under all 
heads, but particularly a head of 270 feet, 
such as the}' \vi\\ liave at the . Snoqualmie 
Falls. They claim that they can realize 
the highest efficiency and the closest regu- 
lation ever attained with any wheel. 

An order has been placed for 22,000 por- 
celain insulators, each about the size of an 
ordinary bucket, which, with 5,000 t>arrels 
of cement, constitutes a train, of twenty- 
five cars, speeding west v.-ard at the present 
writing. The entire stock purchased by 
Mr. Baker while East amounted to over 
5250,000, and before the plant is finished 
nearly $1,000,000 ■will be expended there- 
on. 

The use of aluminum wire for electrical 
transmission will be somewhat of a novelty, 
and we are looking forward for' practical 
information on this subject. They claim 
that aluminum has oi^ly 62 per cent, of the 
conductivity of copper, but when we take 
into consideration that one pound of alu- 
minum will do the work of two pounds of 
copper, why, it looks reasonable enough. 
The wir^ to be used by the Snoqualmie 
Power Co. will be as near pure as it will be 
as near pure as it will be practicable to 
make it, being guaranteed to contain 99.30 
per cent, of aluminuui and not more than 
0.25 per cent, of iron and 1,50 of pure lake 
copper. The company will have use for 
150,000 lbs. of this wire at present. They 
will operate with 35,000 volts, instead of 
11,000, as I wrote in my last letter. I will 
give a description of the location and en- 
gineering part of this plant in my next 
letter. 

. Work here at present is about at a stand- 
still, this being the season . of the year 
when people spend their leisure time hunt- 
ing a cool place to sit down and think of 
their past and make good resolutions for 
the future. Of course the men in the elec- 
trical business are not exempt from this 
habit, especially when there is nothiii.g to' 
do, and generally the coolest place they 
can find during these hot summer days is 
when they go homo and meet the landlady 
at the head of the stairs with a gla.ssy, far- 
away look in her eyes; this look grows 



more glossy when month No. 2 comes 
around and no room-rent yet in sight. 

I forgot to mention that Bro. Charles 
Randall has taken the place of our late 
Bro. Robinson at the Coney Mine, Skyko- 
misli. In a letter from him tlie other day 
he mentioned something about the amount 
of air space be left between himself and 
the explosives there; it was something 
enormous. 

The Telephone Company are getting 
along liiccly with the construction of their 
underground system, and if the weather 
holds out the system will be finished by 
the middle of October, under the able su- 
pei-vision of Mr. Brown, of San; Francisco. 
No. 77 is trying hard to have an electrical . 
inspector appmuted for the city -of Seattle, 
in order to better the condition' of electri- 
cal work, wiring, etc. AVe are sadly in 
need of sometlung of this kind, and hope 
that in the near future. our expectations. 
v,-ill be realized. 

No. 77 gave an open meeting and social 
on the evening of July 30th, and a very 
pleasant time wes experienced by all who 
attended. The tables were set for 100 
guests, and after all had done justice to 
the goodies we still had plenty left. Ow- 
ing to the evening being extremely warm, 
there were quite a few who remained away 
on that account.. The entertaining com- 
mittee liad their hands full, ,but like all 
true Americans, came out without a scratch 
and with colors still ia the air. The feat- 
ures of the evening- were the exquisite mu- 
sic furnished by souie of the members; 
piano solos by Prof. Sol Ashcr; banjo solo 
by Bro. Steve Cokeek; vocal by Bro. W. 
Russell. The string band was accompa- 
nied by Prof. Asher on the piano, and from 
every corner came notliing but praise, for 
the music was simply grand. Bros. Jen- 
kins .ind Shorey promised to favor us with 
a dance called, I think, the Hoola Hoola, 
a national dance of the Sandwich Islands, 
but owing to the uue.vpected arrival of 
Jenkins' wife, at tlie wrong time, of course, 
the pleasure had to be postponed.

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Sxperituieats Recently Coadttcted In Bne- 
land Repotted . Satlafactory. 

The application of wbat is called wire- 
less telegraphy to practical purposes has 
made great advances dnring the last few 
months, the Bri^h. pcstoffice having 
erected experimental stations in the 
Solent, one at Bornemonth, and the other 
at Alum hay, in the Isle of Wight, a dis- 
tance of four and a half miles. Across 
this distance, and. even furilier, signals 
have been sent with entire success, and 
communications wtsre made to a vessel 
cruising about in the open with equally 
satisfactory result, .^e system under 
trial was that of Marconi, and the appar- 
atus at either end was of a 'relatively sim- 
ple character. Its visible portion consisted 
of a mast over 100 feet high. Inside the 
transmitting station was a powerful induc- 
tion coil,, by means of which a spark was 
connected between, two balls. One. ball 
was connected with the upright wire, the 
other with the earth. When a spark passes 
the wire gives out electrical radiations or 
waves in every direction, and some of these 
are caught by a corresponding upright wire 
at the receiving end, and transmitted to a 
suitable piece of apparatus known as a 
"coherer." The coherer is a glass tube, 
into which, are sealed two silver pole 
pieces, the space between which contains 
metal filings, which are not ordinarily con- 
ductors of electricity. As soon as a current 
or discharge reaches them, however, they 
set themselves on an end-on position and 
become conductors. The slightest tap.dis- 
arranges them and turns them again into 
uonconducitors. It may be seen then how 
by means of a suitable automatic tapping 
arrangement the coherer can be kept in a 
sensitive state for rcgisteriog intermittent 
electric signals. These are developed by 
cn ordinary relay arrangement, and .are 
automatically written down by a Morse re- 
corder. Theoretically there is no reason 
why, with vertical wires of suitable length 
and sufiSciently powerful discharges, the 
radiations should not be transmitted to a 
very great distance and picked up. The 
experiments so far completed, however, 
seem to show that no difficulty whatever 
could be experienced in communicating 
'•'•ross the air to a light house or guard- 
ship, where a submarine cable would be 
destroyed. Wet or foggy weather only 
improves the signals — ^N. Y. Times. 

RIGHT TO TAXSt STRIKERS' FXiACES. 



It is argued by tlie press that when . 
laborers go 011 a strike tliey have thrown 
up their jobs and have relinquished all 
rights to their positions as much as if they 
had left individually to go and work else- 
where. Xow, this is a subterfuge. It is a 
teel-.siical pretention M-hich is practically 



and actually untrue. Both- the. press' and 
the employers Vho. employ this subtfetfi^^^^ 
know that :it\d<t)es". hot represiSiit th'e'Cise; 
Oti the contrary, the employers expect the 
men to come back, but they liope to force 
them to couie back oil the old conditions. 
If this were an honest contention, and the 
emplo}'ers really thought the men so re- 
garded it, and really expected tliat they 
would move permanently away, in nine 
cases out often they would yield to the 
strikers' demands before. the laborers threw 
dov.'n their tools. This is demonstrated by 
the tactics employers adopt in getting new 
men. They liardly ever expect to get, or 
even take pains to get,' competent men to 
fill the places of strikers,' but usually send 
out their agents to pick upishiflless, ne'er- 
do-wells, who can be hired temijorarily for 
the purpose of frightening the strikers into 
coming back, under the pretense that their 
places are being filled. - As'k rule, the em- 
ployers pay these men niOre than they are 
willing to pay their own laborers, and they 
do so because they do not- expect to keep 
them permanently. ' 

Any person who comes in to take the 
place of a striker is the worse off because 
of that strike. He was out work of before, 
and he would not have haid tliis opportunily 
but for the effort of the others to improve 
their position. Then, I say, that job does 
not exist for biui. If he gets it, another 
man walks the street; and, what is more, 
the man who walks the street is the better 
of the two. Now, if the other man steps 
in and takes the job, he immediately puts 
an end to all chance of improving it. Be- 
tween the claims of these two, all the iu- 
terests of the community are in favor of 
tlie man who is willing to sacrifice some- 
thing to improve his situation. — George 
Gunton. 

AGS OP AUT0M6BII,SS. 

Blectirlcal 'Vehicles are Stcadlljr Orowing la 
Popular Favor. 



Electrical vehicles are steadily growing 
in popular favor, although we seem to be 
a trifle behind the time in this country, 
when the fact is noted that at the recent 
exhibition in Paris no fewer than 750 anto- 
mobile vehicles of the carriage type were 
shown, and that of these 120 were of the 
light chaise type. It may be questioned 
whether 150 carriages all toid have yet 
been built here. This may not be alto- 
gether a misfortune, for there are indica- 
tions that the manufacturers, who came 
chiefly from the bicycle, field, are rapidly 
seltiing down to electricity to the exclu- 
sion of other motive powers, and that the 
latest types of carriages built here com- 
pare more than fovorably with those put 
forward as the best examples of the auto- 
mobile art us practiced abroad. 

" We are told, as an illustration of the 
situation in Prance, that a recent parade 



along the streets of Paris left the thor- 
oughfares in need of purification, while 
many of the spectators were driven away 
by the stench, of the petroleum. France 
has given its efforts chieflly to oil car- 
riages, but may not have much to show 
for its piins after all, when ..the automo- 
bile industry at liast gets down to its per- 
manent basis.

Scattered throughout the British lies 
there are over 7,000,000 telegraiph and, tel- 
ephone poles, and as, taking the different 
railway and other companies into consid- 
eration, the General Postoffice owns the 
greater part of these, a representative of 
London Tit-Bits called on a gentleman 
connected with this big business for 
some statistics, which were given un- 
officially. 

"Naturally," commenced Mr. , . 

"the number of poles used in l^ndoa and 
its neighborhood decreases year by year, 
but in the country fresh ones are being 
placed in position, and at the present time 
the telegraph poles governed by the post- 
master-general number about 1,007,000. 
The length of 'each one varies from 20 
feet to 60 feet, and striking a fair average 
the total would, if placed end to end, form 
a line of over 5.700 miles long. 

" ii' we ran out of coal ior our navy and 
could transport these poles to the ships, 
we could furnish them with an enormous 
amount of fuel, for they weigh between 
them over 2,oao,coo tons — sufficient to 
provide 80,000,000 families with a week's 
firing. Attached to these poles are a cer- 
tain number of insulators — those cup like 
things that you see the wire twisted round. 
There are over 5,870,000 of them, and if 
placed on top of one. another would reach 
a height of 450 miles, while their weight 
would be over 3,571 tons.

"These'would last for years and years,

'< Tile' heaviest wire weighs Sob pounds 
a mile, and, roughly speaking, there are 
a4,cKx>,oqabundred-weight of these inetals 
required. Ves, our stock is certainly an 
enormous one and we are, I believe, the 
biggest owners of wire in the wttrld." 

The Natiohal'Telephone Company owns 
and ns6s 161, abS miles of %ire in London 
and the country, while their insulators 
number .neArly io,coo,ooa At some of 
thdr centrai.:Station8the ''forms'.' erected 
over the buildings will contain as many as 
216, while . it is a common occurrence to 
raise one's eyes to a rack, that contains a 
gtess:ajid a half. -
